COAL COOLIES. 


A Threatened Strike. 


No prospect of asattlement has 
so far been registered in the 
demands made by. the caal 
coolies of the Colony for 
an increase of wages, and in coa- 
sequencs there is a lively 
apprehension that the threatened 
strike will take place. 

Negotiations between ~ the 
coolies and their employers hare 
so far resolved themselves on the 
one side in a strict adherence t: 
the original demands made and 
on the other side in a polices of 
“waitand see.” in the hope that 
something may be done by the 
Government in view of the gravity 
of the situation. which. if allowed 
toreach khe extent it threatens to 
attain. may paralyss the shipping 
of the Colons. That these fears 
are no: entirely groundless may 
be ganged fram the fact that somo 
twenty-six years back, when 8 
strike of col -coolies was 
experrenced in: the Colony, ship- 
ping was practically suspended 
and the Government. as a last 
resort, emplored convicts and 
yoldiers from the local garrison 
co dothe bunkering. [tis ta be 
hoped that this measure wilh noz 
be found necessary in the present 
case, 

Anincraase of 45 per cant. is 
asked for bys the Goild of 
Casal Coolies. In their prelimin- 
ary negotiations .with the mer- 
vbaots and contractors, they 
wave as their reason for . this 
demand, -their exceptionally 
poor pas and the higher 
coat of living. The conditions 
uader which they work may be 
seen from ths following com- 
munication forwarded b: the 
Guild to the employers : — 

“We, moving both our bands 
und feet, only obtain a pas of not 
roore than, 20 or dU cents par das, 
whilst the high co-t of living has 
from ‘day ‘to day increased. znd 


‘tsuch small pay as we get is not 


sufficient to meet the dearar rice 
and firewood. The most import- 
ant necessities for human beings 
are food, clothing and lodging 
and how often has any one 
missed thase. if not coal coolies? 

“Now, our coal coolies whe 
work the whole year round, have 
not gat one day with sufficient 
tood to eat and clothing to cover 
their bodies, ‘The daily pay is mot 
sofficient to cover the daily cost 
of living without mentioniog the 
other necessities. Things have 
reached such 4 pass when it only 
needs our workmen to fall sick 
to be thrown into the gutters and 
ditches. 

“You should have seen 
those wha wait in the vicinities 
of the markets and resemble 
scarecrows, those with their faces 
regrimed with dir:, those who 
sieep under the verandahs and 
those with bare bodies, to know 
that they are our coal coolies. 
‘so you know what has brought: 
tcem to that distressful state? 
Weare sure that our masters, who 
always have kind feelings, will 
cartainly help us, and grant us an 
increase in wages $0 that we may 
avaid the cold and starvation. 
rnd oor thousands of coal coo ies 
will mever forget their kind 
virtues.” : 
. The increase is asked for oo 
t.e following terms :— 

1&2. In the case of coal 
bankering with mecbanical 
upplicances for'its delivery from 
alongside, all work must. cease 
by 4 p.m, If work continues 
after the hoor of mid-day, an 
extra meal should be provided in 
addition to that given in the 
rorning, failing which ten cents 
{or the price of one meal), should 
ne refunded to each man. The 
same conditions apply to the 
continuation of work after 4 p.m. 
_ 3-—Night work should com- 
mence from 5 p.m. and should 
oot continue ‘after 4 a.m. the 
following morning. In cases of 
emergeacy full reference should 
be made to the wishes of the 
enolies. ae 

4--Those  coolies engaged 
on -a consignment of over 
five tons, amounting, in no 
case to more.than 100 tons 
should receive 30 cents a ‘day, 
anda further sum of 3 cents for 
every additiocal ten tons. For 
night work 50 cents ebould be 
added, and also $2.00 for lighting 
arrangements every two hours.

A Chinese coal merchant who

General conditions prevailing in 
South Fukien dufing the greater 
part of the yesr cannot be said to 
have materially improved. y Inter. 
‘}provincial warfare,’ local dis. 
turbancea, imposition of irregular 
taxes, and administrative in- 
stability have again combined to 
produce the same set of kandicaps 
and obstacles to trade that have 
been mentioned in reports tor pre- 
viods years. Various. country 
districts have been the scenes of 
fierce fighting and murderous de- 
struction, particularly Apnhai 
which was twice severely handled 
by the military in occupation. 
At Changchow the Southerners 
gemained in command until the 
end of the year. General Chan

expense, during the regime of 
General Ch’en. In Amoy proper 
the” year has passed rather un- 
eventiully, Of public undertak- 
ings, the construction of a main 
road runnicg through the thick of 
the city may be mentioned. While 
nof ye: completed, the schema 
is’ well under way. The cost 
of the road is estimated, at 
$200,000, which includes indem- 
nities to landlords for demolised 
house property. The question 
of providing modern roads 
to the outlying suburbs is aiso 
ergaging the minds of the 
authorities. The Amoy--Chang- 
chow Railway, of which the 
trunk line has never been com- 
pleted beyond Kiangtungkiao 
some 30 Ji distant from Amos, 
had, since the autumn of 191% 
practically suspended all traffic. A 
few military trains were occasion 
ally run, but rolling-stock had ser- 
fously deteriorated and the road- 
way was generally in a bad state. 
1n 1920, on the removal of military 
pressure, efort was ‘made to 
resuscitate traffic. The railway 
opened in December with trains 
running as far as Tassitien a 
distance of 23 li only, but with 
assured prospects of extending| ~« 
traffic early in 1921 all the way 
to. Kiangtangsiao. So far the 
tailway has not materially 
assisted the development of the 
port, inasmuch-.‘as it doss 
bot as yeb counéct Amoy with 
Changcbow itself, which is our 
chief inland producing and dis- 
tributingcentre. When, however, 
funds permit (the. building. of an 
iron bridge over the North River 
at Riangtangkiso promises: to be 
an expensive piece of engineer- 
icg), and the railway in time even 
reaches inland beyond Chang- 
chow and upto thecoalflelds near 
Lungyenchow tha whole under- 
taking would then certainly e7d 
to the prosperity of Amoy and 
district. It is by the opening up 
of remunerative works on roads, 
railways, canals, mines etc.

Scenes of disorder Wore witness- 
ed at the 47th annual general 
meeting of the China Merchants 
Steam Navigation Co. held at tha 
Chinese General Chamber of 
Coromerce, Shangai, on the 28th 
ult. 
differences of opinion have existed 
on the company’s affairs and its 
future, in particular on the ques-~ 
tion of its disposal tag naw com- 
pany. One side has insisted upon 
Knowing where the purchase- 
money is to come from, suspecting 
its provision from foreign sources, 
and upon this point an acute 
controversy bas been carried on. 


‘It was anticipated therefore, that 


the course of the meeting would 
be by no means smooth, and the 
notable precaution was taken of 
having a number of Municipal 
police, foreign detectives, Sikhs 
and Chinese. in attsndance, 


Some 700 shareholders were 
present. not all of them, it is 
alleged,. quite genuine share- 
holders. One side goes so far as 
to say that a big majority ‘of 
those present were employees 
who hei been provided with, or 
bad purchased, a share or two to 
‘enable them to vote on this 
occasion. Apparently, each side 


accuses the opher of having “pack- |, 


ed” the meeting. The total num- 
ber of shares represented was 


66,155. The dissension existing. 


was emphasized by. the distribu- 
tion of circulars prepared by 
various interested parties, four 
diferent documents of this 
character being: issued among 
those present. 


Mr. Chow Chin-tseng, formerly 
Taoyin of Shanghai, took the 
chair and Mr. Chang Tseung pro- 
ceeded togive a financial state- 
ment’on the year’s work. Then 
followed sharp criticism of the 
Management. Mr. Sun Tih-chow, 
compradore of the str. Kiangfoo, 
speaking as the representative of 
the Sheng Kung-pao family. was 
first to criticize the administra- 
tion.
